Plans for handling Hickman when 
the train approaches Los Angeles have 
not been announced. It was intimated 
that that procedure might not be de- 
cided upon until a few minutes before 
actual arrival there. Arrangements were 
made to spirit Hickman into Portland 
in order to avoid crowds at the Union 
Depot. 


Back-Tracking Own Trail. 


Back-tracking the trail he followed 
in his flight across the wide open spaces 
of Oregon, Hickman was speeding to- 
day, in custody of Los Angeles officers. 
to face charges of kidnaping and mur- 
@er. Broken in spirit. his self-assurance 
gone, Hickman cowerec in a compart- 
ment of a special car, crowded with of- 
ficials, detectives and newspaper cor- 
Tespondents. 

Leaning heavily on the manacles by 
which he was attached to the wrists of 
two stalwart detectives, the stooped fig- 
ure of the youth, his face pallid and his 
long hair awry, made a picture of ab- 
ject misery as he was led from the jail

Spark Ignites Moss Covered Roof; Firemen’s Two-Mile 
Line of Hose Futile; Most of Contents Lost, 
But Flames Cook Chickens. 


} 

Two tottering brick chimneys are al! 
that remain today of the historic 150- 
year-old Greer colonial homestead, sit- 
uated on the Wilson boulevard, near 
Falls Church, Va., following a fire dis- 
covered shortly after noon yesterday. 

The structure was occupied by the 
family of Mr. and Mrs. William Leake. 
who operate the Upton Hill Dairy Farm 
on the spacious acres. The flames seri- 
ously threatened other buildings before 
burning themselves out. 

When the fire, apparently from a 
spark, broke out on the roof of the 
frame structure, once the home of Col 
John 8S. Mosby, famous Confederate 
cavalry leader, Mrs. Leake was in the 
kitchen, placing two large chickens on 
the stove in preparation for the Christ- 
mas dinner. 

Mr. Leake was in the rear yard, feed- 
ing the hogs. Four children, Inez, 20; 
Lucille, 18; Clifford, 16; Jesse, 14, and 
two grandchildren, Edward Back, 8, and 
his sister, Mildred, 5 years old, were f« 
the parlor of the home, playing with 
the toys Santa Claus just a few hours 
before had brought them. 

Looking up from his chores, Mr. 
Leake saw flames leaping from the 


roof. He shouted a startled warning 
of “Fire! Fire!” Rushing into the 
home, Mr. Leake called to his family 
to grab what they could and get out. 
They did—a few pictures, an old 
family organ, two small bureaus and 
sonte bed clothing. 

The old moss-covered roof, that so 
successfully had withstood the ele- 
ments of 150 years, was easy prey for 
the flames. Mr. Leake and his older 
children had just left the second floor 
of the house with the few articles they 
managed to sav% .shen the flames gave 
vent to a stirring hiss, the old rafters 


building crashed. 

Meantime volunteer firemen, with 
apparatus from Falls Church, Potomac, 
Cherrydale, Arlington, Clarendon and 
Ballston, Va., had arrived. Their hose 
lines stretched a distance of more than 
two miles from a nearly dry stream of 
water to the burning home. Their 
efforts to save the structure were 
futile.

IN HOPEWELL HOTEL 
FIRE, POLIGE BELIEVE 


Midnight Blaze Razes 
Grand Central, Where 
50 Guests Lodged. 


RUINS ARE SEARCHED - 
FOR MISSING PERSONS 


Register and Records Lost in 
Flames; St. Elmo and 
Theater Catch Fire.

Hopewell, Va., Dec. 25.—Six persons 
are believed to have lost their lives 
early this morning when fire destroyed 
the Grand Central Hotel, principal 
hostelry of the town. Several persons 
were injured and the police and fire 
departments late today searched the 
ruins for the bodies of the six who 
are reported missing. 

The hotel] register and records were 
lost in the fire, and this made it im- 
possible tonight to throw light as to 
who might have lost their lives. 

A tentative list of those unaccounted 
for included Charles Cocke and Luther 
Hammond, of Hopewell; Mr. and Mrs 
Maude, of South Carolina; a Virginian 
named Ridenbush, and a man named 
Sanborn from Massachusetts. Hote) 
Officials said they believed there had 
been about 50 guests in the hotel when 
the fire started shortly after midnight 

Other Buildings Damaged. 

The flames spread from the Grana 
Central to the St. Elmo Hotel and the 
Strand Theater adjoining, but damage 
to both structures was slight. 

Of undetermined origin, the flames 
quickly gained headway through the 
three stories of the Grand Central. 
Guests on the second floor were able to 
make -their-way-dowm the stairways, butt 
firemen were called on to rescue vir- 
tually all of the guests housed on the 
third floor. _ 

Fire Chief Cuddihy, of Hopewell. 
called on apparatus from Petersburg. 
which was rushed here. With the com- 
bined efforts of this apparatus and 
Hopewell equipment the flames were 
prevented from gaining headway out of 
the hotél. 

Wallis Fall to Ground. 

The front and a side wall of the 
strvcture tumbled to the ground while 
firemen were fighting the flames, but 


‘all firemen had withdrawn from the 


danger zone before the walls toppled. 

Immediately after the flames died 
down, Chief Cuddihy led a squad of 
his men into the wreckage in an effort 
to find the bodies of those reported 
missing. Up to a late hour tonight 
none had been found. 

The hotel was valued.at $20,000.

ENTIRE CITY IS LIGHTED 


Tientsin, China, Dec. 25 (A.P.).— 
Brig. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, com- 
mander of the United States Marines 
here, today was credited with holding 
down destructiveness of the most spec- 
tacular fire in the history of Tientsin. 
The fire nearly destroyed the $25,000,000 
plant of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
York. 

Gen. Butler personally directed the 
sea soldiers and Chinese,’ British, 
French and Italian fire brigades in 
fighting the blaze ‘yesterday and last 
night. 

The first engineers and marines on 
the scene threw up dirt barricades, 
which, with the aid of the wind, saved 
the oil tanks. There are six 3,000,000- 
gallon tanks, and it was feared -that 
they might explode, causing widespread 
Aestruction. 

The Marines performed many acts of 
heroism. They carried out a large por- 
tion of the marine brigade’s gasoline 
supplies, which were stored in the 
iSocony plant. They were guarding the 


| plant tonight. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but it followed upon the explosion of 
nee fires in the British concession the 
night before last, evoking theories of 
an incendiary campaign. The Stand- 
ard Oil fire broke Out in the company’s 
candle factory, where thousands of 
tons of parrafin wax in wood cases 
burned all day yesterday and practi- 
cally all night. 

Huge clouds of black smoke overhung 
the city, which was lurid from the 
flames after darkness fell.

C. W. Gray, Once Newsboy, 
Rose From Ranks to Head 
of Big Corporation. 


CRASH FRACTURES SKULL 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Chicago, Dec. 25.—Charles W. Gray, 
president of the Yellow Taxicab Co., 
was fatally inju:-d today when he was 
thrown from his horse while riding 
with friends in Jackson Park. His 
skull was fractured and he died while 
being taken to a hospital. Mr. Gray 
was 52 years old. The story of the 
vicissitudes of his career and his rise 
from a newsboy and:a taxicab driver 
to the presidency of the large corpor- 
ation is a dramatic romance of busi- 
ness. 


The fatal accident occurred, his 
friends believe, when Mr. Gray’s mount 
stumbled, causing the saddle to slip 
to one side. He fell backward out of 
the saddle, striking his head. The 
saddle was awry and one stirrup was 
missing when the horse was caught, 
Mr. Gray, who had ridden ahead of 
his companions, A. N. Huttel, treas- 
urer of the Yellow Cab Co., and Robert 
Berg. a brother-in-law, rounded a turn 
in the path and disappeared from 
their view. \V’hen his friends rounded 
the turn they found Mr. Gray lying at 
the side of the road. The horse was 
galloping down the path. 

A passing motor bus was hailed and 
with ‘the aid of passengers Mr. Gray 
was carried to the bu: and taken to the 
hospital. Dr. Emanuel Friend attri- 
buted his death to, a basal fracture cf 
the skull. Earlier in the morning Mr. 
Gray had participated with his family 
in the exchange of Christmas gifts. 

Mr. Gray went to work in Chicago as 
a -newsboy and later became cashier o 
the newspaper, Inter-ocean. When he 
resigned one of his few remaining per- 
sonal possessions was an automobile, 
a rare thing at that time. By way of 
capitalizing his assets he drove the 
automobile as a taxicab. 

When John “Tlertz formed the Shaw 
Livery Co., Mr. Gray, a friend of Hertz, 
started to work as a taxi driver for his 
company. His rise was rapid. He be- 
came garage superintendent, division 
superintendent, and vice-president 
through promotion. Two years ago 
when Mr, Hertz became chairman of 
the board of directors of his company, 
Gray was made president.

S-4 Problems Difficult, He 
Explains; Safety Devices 
Might Prove Peril. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Secre- 


tary Curtis D. Wilbur, of the Navy De- 


partment, tonight praised the work of 
the Navy divers at the scene of the 
Submarine 8-4 disaster. 

Referring to criticisms of the Navy's 
Salvage work, Mr. Wilbur said it was 


-*mMot the policy of the department to 
Tefuse civilian aid or ignore suggestions. 


- Carrying 


He said that nearly all the suggestions 
for improved safety devices had been 
considered and in many cases tried out 
before they were discarded. He pointed 
out that derricks from a civilian com- 
pany had been ordered to the scene of 
the 8-4 disaster. 


Modern Salvage Work. 


“Modern salvage methods,” said the 
Secretary, “require derricks and pon- 
toons combined. One of the largest 
floating cranes in existence has a lift- 
ing capacity of 250 tons. The ill-fated 
8-4 weighs about 750 tons in the water.” 

Secretary Wilbur declined to comment 
on the suggestion for transferring the 
submarine base from New London to 
Florida waters, but he said that one 
factor which determines the location 
of the base was the depth of the water. 

“At great depths,” he added, “the 
pressure of the water would crush in 
the gides of the ships. That is an im- 
portant consideration in the operation 
of submarines, for the actions of one 
man may endanger the lives of the en- 
tire crew.” 


Little Room on Subs. 


Because of its necessarily restricted 
capacity, devoted almost 
wholly to machinery of war, there was 
a limit, Mr. Wilbur said, to devices a 
submarine could accommodate for the 
safety of the crew. Overloading a sub- 
mersible with a multitude of devices, 
he agserted, not only would impair the 
the ship’s efficiency, but even might 
provoke the very dangers the devices 
seek to avert, 

He said the crew of the S-4 were 
equipped with diving helmets fitted 
with a breathing device which the crew 
could have donned and escaped 
through the torpedo tubes had not 
the nose of the ship been buried in 
mud, 

So great has been the development 
of the submarine, the Secretary said, 
that they were now considered capable 
of caring for themselvs under nearly 
all conditions. ’

Los Angeles Plans Are Being 
Made to Protect Kidnaper; 
Violence Talked. 


MAY LEAVE THE TRAIN 
AT A SUBURBAN POINT 


New Evidence Said to Show 
Girl Was Slain in Youth’s 
Apartment. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 25 (A.P.)—Police 
department plans for protecting Will- 
iam E. Hickman, kidnaper and accused 
murderer of Marian Parker, from pos- 
sible mob violence when he arrives here 
tomorrow or Tuesday were announced 
as being formulated today. 

Although no word has been received 
from Chief of Police Davis, who is in 
Oregon with other officers bringing the 
youth back, as to the time or manner 
of arrival here, the police department 
started the selection of a special guard 
to meet the kidnaper and his custodi- 
ans, and to be thrown about the fail. 
The police said they expect Hickman 
to be taken from the train at some 
suburban point and secretly speeded to 
the guarded cell which awaits him. 

Other cordons of officers will be de- 
tailed to control the expected crowds 
of the curious and to guard against any 
violent outbreak of public anger which 
has buzzed through the rank and file 
during the ten days since the girl’s 
abduction, 

An offer by local banks to supply an 
armored money car in which to trans- 
port Hickman from the train to the 
jail was taken under consideration. 


Letter Asks For Suit Case 


A letter intended for Hickman was 
received at the Bellevue Arms yester- 
day and gave the police a new line to 
work on while awaiting the accused 
Slayer’s return here, 

The letter was addressed to “Donald 
Evans,” under which name Hickman 
lived at the apartment house, and was 
signed “Joe,” it read: 

“How: about that thirty bucks and 
my suit case. I need them both.” 

The brief note was written with 
pencil across the reverse side of a 
Christmas greeting card and was mailed 
in Los Angeles Friday at 10 A. M. 

An appeal by police officials was sent 
out to “Joe” to come in and explain 
who he was. A hoax was suspected, 
but officers thought it possible ‘the 
writer may not have. connected Hick- 


man with his acquaintance “Donald 
Evans.” 


— 


More Evidence Is Found. 


Pending the making of chemical tests 
which will be tomorrow, police re- 
iterated the belief expressed yesterday 
that newly found evidence in Hick- 
man’s Bellevue Arms apartment ma- 
terially strengthened the assertion that 
the murder was committed there, 

The evidence included two pieces of 
flesh declared to be human, which were 
taken from the “goose neck” joint in 
the plumbing under the apartment 
bath tub. The removal of the bath- 
room floor tiles to disconnect the 
plumbing. uncovered what officers de- 
clared were blood traces on the edges 
of the tiles. 


Murderers’ Row Cell 
Inmate Takes His Life 


New York, Dec, 25.—-The electric chair 
was cheated of a likely victim today 
when John Hansen, 61, an inmate of 
“Murderers’ Row” in the Raymond 
Street jail, Brooklyn, committed sui- 
cide by cutting his throat with a kitch- 
en knife. Hansen was awaiting trial 
charged with the murder of his wife 
Anna, 44, and his foster daughter. 
Alice Hansen, 19, in their home in 
Brooklyn, October 20. 

On the afternoon of October 20, Han- 
sen reported to the police that he had 
found his wife and daughter murdered 
Police went to the house and found the 
bodies. Both women had been brutally 
beaten. Their heads were tied up in 
towels. Hansen was arrested and stuck 
to the tale that he had nothing to do 
with tne murders. Hair clutched in 
the hands of his dead wife, police say, 
was from Hansen’s head. 


Son of Bandit Kills 
Schoolmate With Pin 


Brussels, Belgium, Dec. 25.—Pushing 
a long pin into the marrow of his spine, 
because he “didn’t die soon enough,” 
Jean Barton, 16-year-old son of a bandit 
now in jail, killed eight-year-old Jean 
Vandervelde, a fellow inmate in an 
orphan school at Seelham, Province of 
Limberg. He confessed that he tried to 
strangle Jean, but when the yictim con- 
tinued to writhe, he resorted to the pin. 

The school has been closed because 
of continual attempts by pupils to mur- 
der one another.

If Hickman is taken through Cali- 
fornia by train he will arrive at Oak- 
land at 8:35 tomorrow and will depart 
for Los Angeles ten minutes later, The 
train he will take from Portland is due 
to leave at 10 o’clock tonight. 

Asa M. Keyes, district attorney of 
Los Angeles, as he pus the prisoner on 
the train,.said he will be questioned 
closely trroughout the trip. In the 
same compartment with Keyes and the 
prisoner was Harold E. Davis, chief of 
police of Los Angeles, Herman Cline, 
chief of ‘etectives of the same city, 
George K. Home, former chief of police 
and others of the police departmeat.

OMDAL, PILOT, GUIDED 
‘NORGE ACROSS POLE 


Goldsborough, Her Navigator, 
Seeking Scientific Instru- 
ment Data From Journey. 


New York; Dec. 25) (A.P.).—Mrs. 
Frances Wilson Grayson, who has been 
missing since she took off Friday with 
three companions for Harbor Grace, 
New Foundland, was preparing to un- 
dertake her fourth attempt within 
three months to fly the Atlantic in her 
Sikorsky amphibian plane, the Dawn. 

Mrs.’ Grayson, who hoped to be the 
first woman to make a successful air 
crossing to Europe, is about 30 years 
old. She is the daughter of Andrew 
Jackson Wilson, a resident of Indiana. 
She attended Swarthmore College and 
studied also at Chicago Musical Col- 


ege, 

In 1919 she was married to John G. 
Grayson, but was divorced from -him 
in 1923, in Virginia, on the grounds of 
incompatibility. Since her divorce she 
operated her own busness as a real es- 
tate broker in Forest Hills, Long Island. 

On the day that word was received 
from Paris of the safe arrival of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh, Mrs, Grayson de- 
termined she, too, would undertake a 
transatlantic flight. Subsequently she 
formed the Ancker-Grayson Aircraft 
Corporation with Mrs. Aage Ancker, 
wife of a Danish sportsman and a 
daughter of the wealthy Spang fam- 
ily, of Pittsburgh. This corporation 
en the backer of her European ven- 

ure, 


Three Flights Failed. 


In October, Mrs. Grayson, with Brice 
Goldsborough as navigator and Wilmer 
Stultz as pilot, flew to Old Orchard, 
Me., hoping to make a quick getaway 
from there for Copenhagen. Three 
times they started, but each time they 
were forced to return. Twice, they 
sald, their ship’s nose was too heavy. 
The third time, when about 500 miles 
on their journey, one of the motors 
became crippled. Goldsborough sent 
out an SOS, but the plane was able 
to make its way back to Old Orchard 
in safety. 

Shortly after this failure the Dawn 
was flown back to Curtiss Field, Long 
Island, and Mrs. Grayson went to 
Europe by steamship to consult Mrs. 
Ancker, who was at Copenhagen. 

On hg return Mrs, Grayson organ- 
ized another flight attempt, selecting 
Goldsborough as her navigator, and 
Lieut. Oskar Omdal, an officer of the 
Norwegian navy, as her pilot, Omdal 
flew in the dirigible Norge with 
Amundsen last year on the famous 
flight from Spitzbergen across the 
North Pole to Alaska. 


Goldsborough Sought Data. 


Goldsborough, navigator and radio 
operator of the plane, became a de- 
signer and builder of navigating in- 
struments soon after the World War. 

He served eight years in the United 
States Navy as chief radio operator, and 
was assigned also to navigation work 
During the war he became identified 
with the Sperry Gyroscope Co., and was 
employed by that firm in the manu- 
facture of military equipment. 

In 1919 Goldsborough entered the 
employ of the Pioneer Instrument Co., 
and he has been engaged since that 
time in designing, building and in- 
stalling navigating instruments in ajir- 
planes. He obtained a leave of ab- 
sence from his company to accompany 
Mrs Grayson on her transatlantic 
flight venture. 

The Dawn was equipped throughout 
with instruments manufactured by his 
company. He repeatedly had said his 
object in risking a transoceanic flight 
was to obtain data which would aid in 
the greater refinement of navigation 
instruments, 

His selection as a member of the 
Dawn's crew brought him a step nearer 
his ambition to fly across the Atlantic, 
an ambition which caused him to ap- 
ply for the post of navigator aboard 
Charles A. Levine’s monoplane Colum- 
bia early last spring. ; 

Goldsborough was born in Sioux 
City, Iowa, March 28, 1891, and for 
some time has made his home in Brook- 
lyn. He is married and has one son. 


Omdal Piloted Norge. 


Lieut. Omdal, the pilot, attained in- 
ternational prominence when he piloted 
the dirigible Norge in its flight. over 


the North Pole in 1926, on his third 
attempt to reach the pole. He has been 
mentioned as a probable member of 
Commander Byrd’s projected Antarctic 
flight. , 

Omdal, who studied aviation at Long 
Island’s famous flying field, was on a 
two-year leave of absence from the Nor- 
wegian navy when he came to this 
country to become a member of Mrs. 
Grayson’s crew. 

In 1925 the young naval officer was 
one of a party of six, in two planes, 
that made up an expedition formed by 
Roald Amundsen and Lincoln Elis- 
worth, American explorer, in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to reach the North Pole 
by air. He previously had been on the 
steamship Maude when, in 1922, an at- 
tempt was made to have the vessel 
drift across the pole from Alaska. 

He was a close associate of Amund- 
sen last year when he piloted the Norge 
on its historic flight from Spitzbergen 
across the pole to Alaska. Omdal dis- 
played his heroism on that flight when

Observers Find No Trace. 


Boston, Dec, 25 (A.P.).—Observers 
along the New England coast today re- 
ported no trace of the amphibian plane, 
the Dawn, in which Mrs. Frances Wilson 
Grayson and three companions took off 
from Roosevelt Field, Long Island, late 
Friday afternoon for Harbor Grace, New- 
foundland, on the first leg of & trans- 
atlantic flight. 

Coast Guard headquarters here said 
that no sign of the plane had been 
found by: the patrol boats and cutters 
which are assigned to ply the waters 
between Cape Cod and Eastport, Me. 
Because of the lack of definite infor- 
mation as to what course the plane was 
following, the Coast Guard had not un- 
dertaken special search for the missing 
plane, it was reported at headquarters 
here, but officials believed the craft on 
regular patrol would have sighted the 
plane had it been forced down along the 
coast, 

Radio messages sent by the Associated 
Press to the commanders of steamers in 
both the transatlantic and coastwise 
shipping lanes likewise failed to bring 
any information as to the Dawn’s fate. 
The only authentic report available 
from the time the plane took off was 
that of the French Cable Telegraph Co.’s 
station at Orleans, on Cape Cod, that 
the plane passed over there at 7:25 p. 
m. Friday. 

Lookout Kept Abroad. 


London, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Civic guards 
on the west coast of Ireland and 
watchers on the south coast of Eng- 
land, peered into the mists of the At- 
lantic all day today on the far chance 
of sighting Mrs. Frances Wilson Gray- 
son’s monoplane Dawn. 

Absolutely nothing has been seen or 
heard in Europe of the plane which 
flew from Curtiss Field Friday night 
for .Harbor Grace, Newfoundland, to 
await favorable weather conditions for 
a transatlantic flight to Europe. The 
suggestion came from some that Mrs, 
Grayson and her pilot, Oskar Omdal, 
headed  traight out over the Atlantic 
for Europe instead of northeasterly to 
Harbor Grace, but in responsible quar- 
ters this theory was discredited, prin- 
cipally because of the -adverse flying 
conditions prevailing over the eastern 
Atlantic seaboard Friday night.

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WHERE AMERICA IS WEAK. 

The United States Government during 
the war tried the experiment of operat- 

_ ing the railroads of the country. After 
® making all allowances for the diversion 
of railroad energies into war activities, 
it is acknowledged that the net results of 
Government operation were decreased ef- 
ficiency and enormous losses. The rail- 
roads never rendered worse service than 
». during the war. Schedules were demor- 
| alized, trains were rarely on time, com- 
forts disappeared, the dining service was 
execrable, and rates increased. When 
the roads were turned back to their own- 
ers the rolling stock was in bad shape 
and all other equipment was impaired. 
The Government is now trying to op- 
erate the Nation’s ships. It is doing poor 
work. The recent scandal in the Ship- 
ping Board, which met deserved rebuke 
from President Coolidge, is no worse 
than the failure of the board to function 
efficiently in other directions than the 
sale of vessels. 
> The operation of vessels in ocean com- 
merce is a difficult business. There is 
competition of the hardest kind. Some 
of the foreign competitors of the United 
States are in partnership with govern- 
ments, and can obtain advantages which 
the United States does not dream of con- 
ferring upon American shipowners... For- 
eign vessels are cheaper to build and 
cheaper to operate than American ves- 
sels.. Foreigners work for lower wages 
= than Americans will accept. . 
» The poorest ‘showing made by Amer- 
® icans in their rivalry with foreigners is 
onthe seas. The situation is a reproach 
to American enterprise and resource. 

The Government should retire from 
the business of operating ships. It should 
regulate, but not operate, just as it does. 
in railroading. The Shipping Board 
should be nothing but an interstate and 
foreign commerce commission, dealing 
with ships instead of railroads. 

The proposal to continue the Govern- 
ment in the shipping business, and to 
build $200,000,000 worth of new ships to 
be operated by the Shipping Board, is a 
glaring mistake.

LET THE NATION TAKE CONTROL. 


The problem of Mississippi River control will 
probably revolve around a single question— 
that of providing a floodway. The flood of last 
spring was higher by 1,000,000 cubic feet per 
second than any previous flood. It was this 
excess that caused the principal damage. 

The proposed floodway from the Arkansas 
via the Atchafalaya will take care of this 
1,000,000 second feet. The existing levee sys- 
tem along the lower Mississippi could probably 


withstand any flood after 1,000,000 second feet 
had been diverted to the new floodway. 

When it is borne in mind that Niagara Falls. 
sarries only 280,000 second feét, the dimensions 
of the proposed new floodway through Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana may be imagined. 

The proposed floodway would exempt from 
further floods a great area in the State of 
Mississippi. Under the Jadwin plan, the State 
of Mississippi would be required to contribute 
largely to the cost of this floodway in other 
States. Is Mississippi ready to vote bonds or 
tax itself for this purpose? 

Louisiana complains that it is the dumping 
basin of floods that originate in many other 
States. It contends that the thirty-one States 
whose waters swell the Mississippi floods are 
bound to regard this problem as their own. 
But Louisiana does agree that a floodway is 
necessary, no matter who pays for it. 

The Mississippi River belongs to the Nation, 
not to the States. The duty of controlling its 
floods is a national, not a State duty. The 
cost of control should: be borne by the United 
States. Then all taxpayers and all States would 
pay their just share. The problem is not one 
of reclaiming lands or protecting private prop- 
erty. It is essentially a question of nationa) 
defense against the savage power of nature. 
Human life must be defended and saved. No 
State or combination of Mississippi Valley 
States can cope with this problem, and no plan 
that contemplates assessment of part of the 
burden upon particular States can be made just 
or equitable. No one could figure out how 
much Mississippi or Arkansas or any other 
State should pay. But all of them will pay, 
in honest proportion, if the work is done and 
paid for by the Government. 

Louisiana should not be taxed extra because 
it is on the river, and Maine should not escape 
taxation because it is distant from the river. 

Control of this continental river is America’s 
job. No power except the United States Gov- 
ernment can successfully keep this river in 
bounds. Congress should sweep away all fu- 
tile talk of dividing up this work and peddling 
it among certain States, Unless the Nation 
takes control of the Mississippi River it will 
never be controlled: 


COMBINING AGAINST AMBERICA. 


There can be slight doubt that the lure of 
the American market and the vigor of Ameri- 
can competition abroad are responsible for the 
economic weapons that. foreign countries are 
Already 
there have been indications from more than 
one source that industry in this country is to 
be subjected to sharp attack, and that greater 
barriers than those of distance are to be placed 
in the way of foreign trade. 

The latest offensive has been directed toward 
the motion-picture industry. France is con- 
sidering a quota law under the terms of which 
only seven times as many American films may 
be imported as are produced in France. There 
is, moreover, talk of an alliance between 
France, Germany and England with the same 
idea in view. In all three of these countries 
there has been Continuous agitation against 
American films. The public has continued, 
nevertheless, to show a preference for the 
Hollywood product. The present movement is 
designed, therefore, to accomplish by law what 
it has been impossible to bring about by propa: 
ganda and persuasion. ; 

The French proposal is not designed entirely 
for the protection of the French producer of 
motion pictures. It is suggested that the quota 
on American films may be the means of bring 
ing producers in the United States within the 
proposed alliance, and that in consequence for- 
eign films may have a better opportunity for 
exhibition in the 25,000 American picture 
houses, more ‘than double the number con: 
tained in all France, Germany and England. 

The proposed French tariff, the Swiss levy 
on automobile parts, and the French film 
embargo are all indications of the effort that 
other nations are making to break down the 
domination of American industry and trade. 
The place which this Nation has achieved in 
the wotid markets can not be held without a 
struggle. American prosperity acts as a 
magnet. The other nations in the world either 
wish to share it or prevent any portion of it 
from being drawn from within their borders. 


AIR POWER IN FUTURE WARS. 


The. “frightfulness” of the war of the future. 


was realistically visioned in a lecture on “Air 
Power and Its Application,”’ delivered recently 
in London by Group-Capt. W. F.. McNeece 
Foster, who was the British air staff repre- 
sentative at the disarmament conference of 
the League of Nations. Picturing London as

It is true that\the geographical situation of 
Great Britain makes it peculiarly vulnerable 
to air attack, and that the strategic importance 
of London as the heart of the British empire 
would make the destruction of that city spe- 
cially important and desirable to an enemy: 
Hence the necessity of defending the capital 
at all costs. Capt. Foster thought that, in view 
of that urgency, the navy and the air force are 


| each vital to security, that passive defense by 


air is at best only a palliative, and that the 
position of the offensive vis-a-vis the defensive 
is becoming stronger with the trend of air 
scientific development. Carry the fight to the 
enemy and be the first to strike, would appear 
to be the gist of this reasoning, and it must be 
conceded that it has much to recommend it. 

In all this European air activity there is for 
the United States of America a salient moral, 
which may be summarized in the four words: 
Don’t be caught unprepared! 


‘IMPORTS BY AIR. 


The first step toward the establishment of 
an air customs service has been taken by the 
Treasury Department. Key West is made the 
first port of entry where customs inspectors 
will be on hand to examine and classify imports 
arriving by air. 

After a series of conferences between offi- 
cials of the Pan-American Airways and the 
Commissioner.of Customs, Secretary Mellon 
reached the conclusion that the time had ar- 
rived for recognition of the airship as a me- 
dium for the importation of foreign goods sub- 
ject to customs laws. If the predictions of air 
companies are borne out, within ten years air- 
planes will be commonly employed for im- 
portation of small articles from the countries 
of Central America and the islands of the Car- 
ibbean Sea, as well as from South America. 

It is quite likely that the development of 
air transportation will result in the establish- 
ment of inland ports of entry at landing fields 
utilized by planes in international business. 


HEADQUARTERS OF RED TAPE. 


Vice President Dawes has joined those who 
criticize the failure of the Comptroller General] 
to revise the bookkeeping methods of the 
Government. Despite the passage of years, 
says the Vice President, the system in vogue 
among the Government departments is still 
decentralized, an evil which business men of 
large experience will be quick to understand. 

The “hesitation”’ of the present occupant of 
the office of Comptroller General to make the 
necessary changes will, in the opinion of Mr. 
Dawes, be protracted. He sees no hope until 
a Successor to John R. McCarl may be named. 
Undoubtedly the present Comptroller Genera] is 
a busy man. He must have devoted much 
study to the standardization of tips to be given 
by Government employes, the danger of pro- 
viding special drinking water for consulates in 
foreign countries, and the reasons why avail- 
able funds should not be used in such an 


} emergency as the relief of flood victims in the 


Mississipi Valley. 

There has long been evidence of the fact 
that the Comptroller General’s office is where 
red tape has its headquarters. The rulings 
issuing from it have almost invariably carried 
out the best traditions of antiquity, and paid 
little, if any, attention to the dictates of com- 
mon sense.’ Meanwhile, nothing has been 
done, according to the Vice President, to eradi- 
cate the absurdities of the governmental] sys- 
tem of bookkeeping. The various departments 
proceed along their 
creating distinct, confusing and complicated 
problems for the Comptroller General and his 
staff to unravel. A few blows delivered at the 
very foundation of red tape might eliminate 
much of it all together,-and save the Govern-: 
ment millions of dollars. But such heroic 
action can be performed only by a heroic man. 


HENRY J. HALLGREEN. 

There were few to remark the death, last 
week, at Malden, Mass., of Henry J. Hallgreen. 
[It is doubtful if a single reader whose eye falls 
on this page could tell who he was. Yet he 
inspired millions, in his day, with veritable 
frenzy, and his contributions to the struggle 
between North and South may be said to have 
kept the war alive until the issue which caused 
it was dead. 

- Who, then, was this man? He was the 
author of a song not yet forgotten, “John 
Brown’s Body Lies A-Mouldering in the 
Grave.” In the far-off days of the Civil War 
how’ many thousands of Northern soldiers 
chanted the grim words of the song as they 
marched across the Southern countryside or 
swung into action! How many hearts once 
responded to the fierce determination ex- 
pressed in those lines! Indeed, Hallgreen’s 
song so perfectly expressed the attitude of the 
North that it was the only recruiting literature 
found necessary for the prosecution of the war. 

There have been several occasions in the 
course of history when the popular mood was, 
as it were, crystallized in words and music, 
thus keeping the issue of the day constantly 
before the public. The Garibaldi hymin and 
Rouget de Lisle’s ‘Marseillaise” are classic 
examples. But not even these ever exerted 
the influence of Hallgreen’s song, vulgar and 
vindictive as it was. Before it Julia Ward 
Howe’s ‘Battle Hymn of the Republic,” con- 
ceived on a far loftier plane, paled into ob- 
scurity. Hallgreen’s song brought the issue of 
the war and the abolitionist attitude toward it 
violently before the public. Set to the irre- 
sistible music of the “Battle Hymn,” it kept 
Northern sentiment strictly to the mark dur- 
ing four terrible years. For all its .crudities, 
it was a psychological masterpiece. 

“As for Hallgreen, he rose to be captain of 
| “Fighting-Tiger - Regiment,” 
served throughout the war and then retired 
to the bosom of the G. A. R. He lived to the

Wishes of Aviator and His 
Mother Are Respected 
at U.S. Embassy.

CHRISTMAS DINNER 
IS ENTIRELY INFORMAL 


Flier Runs Over the Central 
American Maps; Will Try 
Detroit Plane. 


Mexico City, Dec. 25. (A.P.).—Santa 


Claus brought Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh what he wanted for Christmas— 
a quiet day. 

‘ The fiyer probably has known few 
quieter days than his Christmas in Mex- 
ico since he became a world hero. In 
accordance with his own wishes and 
those of his mother no formalities or 
entertainments were arranged, and the 
young man passed a large part of the 
day wandering about the American Em- 
bassy, picking up books only to put 
them down again. 

The mother and son were left to 
themselves as much as possible over the 
holiday. They had Christmas Eve din- 
ner.and Christmas Day luncheon at the 
embassy with onlly members of Ambas- 
sador Morrow’s family at the table. At 
the regular Christmas dinner tonight, 
which was entirely informal, there were 
in addition some.members of the em- 
bassy staff and their wives. 


Runs Over Maps. 


During the day the flyer read a 
little, looked over his personal corre- 
spondence a bit, and again over Central 
American maps in anticipation of his 
next flight. He talked alone with his 
mother some and gat for a while in 
the embassy drawing room chatting 
with the Morrow family and a few 
close friends who called in the after- 
noon. The day was precisely what 
Lindbergh had wished for—one of com- 
plete tranquility and rest. 

There was some talk of the flyer go- 
ing to Valbuena Field in the afternoon 
to fly the airplane in which his mother 
came from Detroit but he decided it 
would be an imposition upon the 
mechanics to ask them to come out on 
Christmas Day and prepare the ma- 
chine for flight, so he abandoned the 
idea. 

It was tempting weather 
flyer. The air was balmy, the sky clear 
biue, the sun shining. There is no 
need for an overcoat in the Mexican 
capital at this season except in the 
early morning and at night. The doors 
and windows of the embassy residence 
were wide open all day long, and the 
Morrows and Lindberghs passed -part 
of their time sitting on an open ver- 
anda.

EMBARGO ON AIRPLANES 
TO MEXICO SEEN AT END 


Secretary Kellogg Expected to 
Lift Ban Shortly in “‘Good- 
Will’’ Spirit. 


IS WAITING ON MORROW 


Restrictions now prevailing against 
the shipment of aircraft to Mexico seem 
certain to be removed shortly as a step 
to be taken by this Government to 
mark the improved relations between 
the two governments. The good-will 
flight of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh and 
the effective services already rendered 
by American Ambassador Dwight W 
Morrow in the Mexican capital are the 
reasons for the Government’s decision 
to lift the ban. 

Secretary Kellogg late last week was 
urgently requested by Mrs. Edith Nourse 
Rogers, representative member of the 
House from Massachusetts, to lift the 
embargo. Mrs. Rogers pointed out that 
the presence of Col. Lindbergh and his 
mother in Mexico City, as disciples of 
good will between the Mexican and 
American governments, provided the 
psychological moment. 

She emphasized the point that all 
restrictions against the ultimate estab- 
lishment of air mail lines linking the 
United States with Central and South 
America should be removed. She also 
said American airplane manufacturers 
were losing business from Mexico which 
is now going to foreign aircraft makers. 

So impressed was Secretary Kellogg 
with the representations made by Mrs. 
Rogers that he communicated with 
American Ambassador Morrow on the 
subject. 

As a consequence, Kellogg is ex- 
pected shortly to formally announce 
the shipment of commercial aircraft 
and equipment to Mexico under export 
licenses. 

Airplane shipments to Mexico have 
been banned under the general em- 
bargo against the shipment of “arms 
and munitions of war” to that country 
which was put into effect on Janu- 
ary 7, 1924. 

The banning of aircraft under the 
classification of “arms” was made ‘by 
a proclamation of President Coolidge, 
under authority of Congress approved 
January 31, 1922, which gave the ex- 
ecutive the power to control shipment 
of war supplies to any country on the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Representative Clyde Kelly (Repub- 
lican), of Pennsylvania, has introduced 
in the House a bill prepared by the 
Postoffice Department .to extend the 
air mail southward. 

The act provides that contracts for 
transport of foreign mail by air route 
may be made by the Postmaster 
General. It is known that contractors 
are ready to bid on routes to Mexico 
City and other Latin-American cities 
if Congress passes the bill authorizing 
the routes. Hearings on the Kelly bill 
will be held early in January.

Sympathizers With Sacco 
and Venzetti Detained 
for Questioning. 


SUSPECT, BADLY HURT, 
EXONERATED BY POLICE 


U.S. Embassy Had Just Asked 
That Guard on American 
Property Be Relaxed. 


Buenos Aires, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Thou- 
sands of persons spent part of their 
Christmas holiday viewing the wrecked 
National City Bank today while police 
were busy learning new details of Sat- 
urday’s bombing and taking precau- 
tions against repetition 

Further investigation added little to 
information of the slight damage to 
the Buenos Aires branch of the’ First 
National Bank of Boston, but new 
theories multiplied with additional in- 
formation as to the damage of the 
branch of the New York bank. 


Disguised as Yule Parcel. 


One theory is that Sacco-Vanzetti 
sympathizers took the bomb into the 
National City Bank disguised as a 
Christmas package. Another is that 
the bomb. was planted before the 
Christmas crowd of 600 depositors pres- 
ent when the bomb exploded had 
gathered. A third theory is that the 
bomb was thrown through the skylight 
of the four-story bank building from 
the roof of an adjoining structure. 

Police are convinced that the bomb- 
ing was a protest against the recent 
execution in Boston of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti. Last night 
police raided several radical organiza- 
tions and detained for questioning sev- 
eral men known to be sympathizers 
with the Massachusetts radicals. They 
also prohibited a meeting of extremists 
favoring the release of an anarchist 
named Radowisky. 

Manuel Tabaoda, a suspect, who is 
dying of injuries received when the 
bomb exploded, has been absolved of 
any connection with the deed, it hav- 
ing been found that Tabaoda was sell- 
ing candy to bank employes at the 
time of the explosion. 


Relaxing of Guard Asked. 


It was disclosed today that police re- 
ceived a note Thursday from the Amer- 
ican Embassy asking that vigilance 
over United States institutions in 
Buenos Aires be lessened somewhat 
since excitement over the Sacco-Van- 
zetti executions seemed to have abated 
considerably with the lapse of time. 
Precautions were continued, however. 
although less strictly. 

Witnesses of the explosion scenes say 
that many employes left their posts in 
the bank, abandoning’ considerable 
sums of money. They say they saw 
many banknotes lying on the floor 
and others blown a great distance by 
the explosions. 

After the excitement funds of the 
National City Bank were deposited in 
the Royal Bank of Canada for safe- 
keeping.

WARDEN MAKES A VISIT 


Ossining, N. Y., Dec. 25.—Judd Gray, 
awaiting death for the murder of Al- 
bert Snyder, art editor, got turkey and 
trimmings today for his Christmas din- 
ner from his mother, Mrs. Martha 
Gray, and his sister, Mrs. Harold Logan. 
He shared his festive menu, too, but 
not with Mrs. Ruth Snyder, wife of his 
victim and partner in the crime, but 
with the six other men on his tier, 
two of whom are negroes. 

And Mrs. Snyder’ did not get any 
turkey nor did she have any visitors. 
Her feast was the special Christmas 
menu of the prison—chicken with 
gravy, turnips, celery, bananas, mince 
pie and apples. But that was all that 
broke the monotony and made Christ- 
man for her any different from any 
other day as she awaits her last trip 
with Gray—-to the electric chair, Jan- 
uary 12. 

She said she was ltooking forward to 
a visit from Dana Wallace, her counsel, 
who had promised to call on Christmas, 
but she seemed dispirited. Neither 
Gray nor Mrs. Snyder received any wack- 
ages, their gifts having arrived on Sat- 
urday, but both got a few cards. 

Warden Lewis E. Lawes and his wife, 
Katherine, visited the death house to 
speak a word of-cheer to the inmates. 
It was the first time Mrs. Lawes ever 
had seen Mrs. Snyder. 

The two big trees in the prison yard 
which had been decked as Christmas 
trees are visible to all the prisoners 
except those in the death house, so 
Mrs. Snyder and Gray missed that part 
of the Yuletide, too. 

Altogether, it was a rather dreary day 
for the former lovers who killed with a 
sash weight.

Was Diplomat of Empire 
at Rome and at 


‘London. 


Nice, France, Dec, 25 (A,P.).—Sergius 

Sazonoff, once foreign minister of. the 
overthrown Russian Empire, died here 
today. 
- Sergius Sazonoff was foreign minister 
under the Czar when the World War 
started in 1914. He retained the post 
until 1916, when he resigned because 
of ill health. Throughout his public 
career, which took him to Rome as min- 
ister to the Vatican before he was for- 
eign minister, and flung him into anti- 
bolshevist campaigns afterward, he was 
handicapped by poor health. 

Royalist to the core, Sazonoff de- 
clined to recognize the bolsheviki and 
became foreign minister of the counter 
revolutionary Omsk Government after 
the October revolution in 1917. He 
opposed recognition of the bolsheviki 
at Versailles and at+»Geneva, even pro- 
testing against feedin;, them when they 
were in straits after the destruction ci 
much of Russia’s wealth in civil war 

The Bolsheviki in turn published for- 
eign office documents intended“to in- 
jure him. He was accused of having 
blamed Russia’s ally, France, for start- 
ing the war, of having refused French 
mediation when Germany was mobiliz- 
ing in that fateful August, and even 
to have shared in starting the war. He 
denied these charges; particularly the 
charge that Russia had started the war. 


First Post in London. 


In January, 1917, Sazonoff was ap- 
pointed ambassador to England, but 
was recalled just on the eve of’ his de- 
parture for London. The czar was over- 
thrown shortly afterward. 

Sazonoff’s first diplomatic post was 
councillor to the Russian Embassy in 
London. From there he went to Rome. 
where he remained until called to St 
Petersburg as foreign minister, in 1910, 
just at the time the kaiser had given 
up the idea of drawing Russia into an 
alliance against France and Britain. 

Born in 1866 of a great land-owning 
family, and devoted to the monarchy. 
Sazonoff, nevertheless, was a proponent 
of many reforms. Among them he be- 
lieved in winning the Poles by giving 
them real home rule. He brought the 
czar to this point of view, but at the 
expense of his post, for the Empress 
Alexandra, then under the influence of 
the Monk Rasputin, brought’ pressure 
to bear on the czar-that resulted in 
Sazonoff’s resignation as foreign minis- 
ter.

FEDERAL HEP SqueHT 
IN WAR ON GANG KILLERS 


Prosecutors From Cities Hold 
Secret Conferences With 
Officials at Capital. 


DEPORTATION PLAN SEEN 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, Dec. 25.—Gangsters and 
their murderous operations have secur- 
ed such a firm grip upon various large 
cities, notably New York, Chicago, 
Philadelphia and St. Louis, that the 
Federal Government, alarmed at the 
practically complete breakdown of law, 
must take a hand in checking the 
menace. Secret co ‘erences are being 
held in Washington, in which Federal 
prosecutors from the cities mentioned, 
and other. cities afflicted to a iesser 
degree, conferred with Department of 
Labor officials. 

The significance of these conferences 
lies in the fact that the Federal De- 
partment of Labor has jurisdiction 


*|of immigration and deportation, operat- 


ing in the latter with the aid of the 
Department of Justice. It is charged 
that a majoriy of gangland murders 
are committed by professional killers, 
imported from Europe, chiefly from 
Sicily. 

Scores of thése aliens are in the 
United States, having slipped past the 
immigration officials or secretly enter- 
ing through Mexico, the Florida coast, 
or over the Canadian border. They are 
shifted from city to city when their 
services as killers are required. They 
are used in wars against rival gangs 
and terrify or murder witnesses in 
cases where a gang leader has been 
trapped. Chicago has recently had 
several amazing cases of murderers 
walking out of prison because witnesses 
had been driven away or slain. 

Alien butchers are subject to de- 
portation and the latest move by the 
Government indicates such a plan is to 
be undertaken. With the hired killers 
sent away, the local authorities could 
deal with the situation. New York is 
said to be the headquarters of the 
super-gang, collecting heavy tribute in 
all principal cities through rum, vice 
and gambling operations, by means of 
the machine gun and tr bomb.

APPRAISED AT $4,252,000,000 


Value Of Public School Buildings In Each Stat 


Reported In Millions-ie. Final 000000 Omitted

Property employed by public schools 
in the United States is appraised at 
$4,252,000,000 in an announcement 
made by the United States Bureau of 
Education. This total includes sites 
and buildings as weil as furniture and 
other equipment. 

The Education Bureau has just com- 
pleted its newest biennial study of the 
school systems of all States. The re- 
search was performed under the direc- 
tion of Frank M. Phillips, chief of the 
division of research. 

An investment of approximately $173 
per student enrolled is shown by the 


data, according to Chief Phillips. 
New York State has school property 
> ne approximately $566,000,000 or a 
rger total investment than any other 
State, it is shown by the official data 
Pennsylvania ranks second with a 
total of %384,000,000 and Illinois is 
third with $293,000,000. California 
ranks fourth and Michigan fifth. 
Since new buildings are being erected 
each year in every State as the school 
enrollment grows, the data of the Edu- 
cation Bureau may not coincide with 
the appraisals by local school authori- 
ties.

New York, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—The curb 
market exhibited marked strength 
throughout the past week, although 
irregularity developed in some groups 
as a result of realizing and preholiday 
liquidation. 

Outstanding was the forward move- 
ment of the insurance shares, many 
of which raised their record highs al- 
most daily.

General Buying. 


AUTO TRADE REVEALS 
SIGNS OF QUICKENING 


Aviation Again Asserts Right 
to Recognition as Com- 
mercial Factor. 


New York, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—American 
business last -weck assumed a livelier 
aspect, as if preparing to take off into 
the new year with renewed vigor. The 
holiday trading season dominated the 
commercial situation, as would be ex- 
pected, but signs of improvemenés in 
industry imparted a rather pleasing 
color to the 1928 prospect. 


Steel set the pace in the so-called 
heavy industries. A good deal of gen- 
eral buying for first quarter delivery 
was reported, partly based on expecta- 
tions of stiffening prices early next 
year. Chicago, in particular, felt the 
stimulus of expanding orders and 
operations, while there was noticeable 
increase in some other centers. 


Speculative activity in U. S. Steel 
common ran wild in Wall street in the 
closing days of the week, based upon 
numerous reports circulated in the 
financial district. 


Successor to Gary Chosen. 


In banking circles it was clearly in- 
dicated that a successor to Elbert H 
Gary, as chairman of the board, had 
been selected and that his confirmation 
was likely at the monthly meeting of 
directors on Tuesday. In this connec- 
tion there were free predictions of a 
more liberal dividend policy and per- 
haps a large stock distribution early 
in 1928, 

Some other industries reflected the 
seasonal slackening of operations usual 
at this time of year. Shutdowns for 
inventory were fairly common. The 
automobile trade, which fell to its low- 
est ebb in November, showed signs of 
quickening and a sharp increase in 
employment was reported from motor 
manufacturing centers. 

Gradual expansion of the lord plants 
was partially respo.usible for this im- 
provement, aiong with preparations for 
an expected heavy business year 
models of the low-priced order are un- 
derstood to be under way and, despite 
energetic denials, reports again gained 
circulation of an impending price war 
in the automotive world. 


Low-priced “Family Airplane.” 


Aviation again asserted its right to 
recognition as an industrial and busi- 
ness factor.

The Post- 
office Department reported that the 
use of the air mails has reached un- 
precedented ‘ proportions during the 
holiday season. 

Cotton goods displayed irregular ten- 
dencies, 
their operations, while New England 
concerns showed a decline. 

More confidence, however, was in- 
jected by the resumption of dividends, 
omitted since 1924, on the common 
stock of Amoskeag Co. Wholesale trade 
in cotton goods was reported on the 
up-grade and the price outlook was 
not unsatisfactory. 


Building Activity: Lew. 


Building activities were at a low ebb, 
usual at this time of year, but pros- 
pects were declared good for 1928. The 
tardy arrival of cold weather was seri- 
ously felt by the coal industry, and 
the comparatively small shipments ot 
fuel was a large factor in a further 
sharp decline in freight car loadings. 

Although a tightening in the money 
market. was predicted early next year, 
little change was shown last week, out- 
side the raising of call money rates 
following heavy withdrawals gf funds 
for use in the Christmas trade. Bank 
clearings increased about 12 per cent 
over the totals for the preceding week, 
and more than 16 per cent over the 
corresponding week of 1926.

Christ- 
mas cards tonight in the 55 postal sub- 
stations of New York City, the great 
mail cénter in the United States Be- 
lated cards and packages may. strag- 
gle in for days, but before the carriers 
went home-they had delivered al) the 
millions of pieces of Christmas mai) 
that reached the general postoffice in 
time for delivery to the substations in 
the metropolitan area. . 

One reasoh why the country’s great- 
est mail center could make such a rec- 
ord, Postmaster John J, Kiely said, was 
that this year the public responded 
more generally than ever to the plea 
to “mail early.” 

The peak in the Christmas work of 
the New York postoffice: usually comes 
December 23. This year it came De- 
cember 21. 
coming mail distributed, but the can- 
celing machines ‘record the number of 
pieces of outgoing matter. 

On Wednesday, the biggest day of 
the season, 12,328,000 outgoing letters, 
Christmas cards and packages were 
handled. Between December 15 and 
December 21 outgoing mail received at 
the general postoffice numbered 52,- 
000,000 pieces—nearly four and one- 
quarter millions more than in the cor- 
responding period last year. The num- 
ber of pieces handled on December 21 
exceeded by a million that of December 
21, 1926. 

Indications point to receipts of $75,- 
500,000 for 1927 at the New York post- 


office, officials say. Three decades ago 


the receipts of the entire postal sys- 
tem of the United States were only 
$74,080,000. 

Besides New York’s mail, the office 
here handles more than three-quarters 
of all mail passing between the United 
States and Europe.

of members.

IN ILLINOIS.”

Dr. 1. D. Rawlings, the health director | 
@f Illinois, has done for the people of | 
his State. What he tells is true along 
‘general lines of all parte of the country. 
« When Illinois became a State in 1818 
Many kinds of infection had already 
been brought in. The Indian, prior to 
the coming of the white man. died 
early, and the tribes were not increas- 
ing in number—but this was not be- 
cause of disease. His birth rate was 
low, for one thing. and war and hunger 
@Xacted heavy toll for another. 

The white man brought malaria, ty- 
phoid, and consumption with him. 
Conditions were right for the increase 
of these diseases. In consequence the 
settlers suffered poor health. The poor, 
malarial, jaundiced, fever ridden people 
had a hard time maintaining them- 
selves, They did not know what to do 
Mdividually. and collective action was 
something unknown. Nothing saved 
them but the high birth rate. Chicago 
Was a marsh infested by mosquitdées 
and leeches, and made almost impos- 
sible by malaria. 


+The inauguration of a State govern- 
ment in 1818 provided the people with 
sheriffs and courts to keep the peace, 
fix titles to property and to give se- 
curity, but so far as health was con- 
cerned, the change meant exactly zero, 

‘The gradual clearing up of the coun- 
try, drainage of the land, and increase 
of population made public health bet- 
ter in some ways, but worse in others. 
In the main; however, there was a slow, 
gradual, upward trend. 

-In 1877 the legislature provided .a 
State health department. A few years 
earlier local communities had organ- 
ized local departments of health. At 
first these departments -were not very 
active. 


The State department fell heir to an 
epidemic of yellow fever.. This it suc- 
ceeded in holding very much localized. 
Gradually the department found itself. 
As Dr. Rawlings looked back over the 
road the people had traveled he found 
that disease began definitely showing 
evidence of being controlled about that 
time. Some diseases were on the wane 
prior to 1877. Some are not yet in 
leash. But, averaging them and view- 
ing the situation in the broad, it ts 
proper to say that the year 1877 marked 
the beginning of a new epoch. Con- 
tinuing progress is apparent. A com- 
parison of 1925 with 1825 shows im- 
provement that is almost unbelievable, 

All of this is told in detail emphati- 
cally and conclusively in “The Rise and 
Fall of Disease in Illinois,” issued by 
the State’ in commemoration of. the 
semicentennial of the State health de- 
partment.

Answer—1l1. i¢ is an unusual skin 
that can not stand water. Perhaps it 
is the soap that is incompatible with 
your skin, The following is the nightly 
cleansing that I prescribe in your case. 
Go over the face and neck with a good 
cleansing cream. Remove this. with 
cleansing tissues or a soft cloth. Repeat 
the process to make certain that ail the 
dirt. has been dissolved. Warm water 
and a soft cloth should be used to re- 
move the last vestige of soiled cream. 
Dash cold water on the skin and 
further close th> pores by patting on 
an astringent. This may complete the 
nightly treatment. 

2. The above routine may be adopt- 
ed after your blackheads have been 
routed. Until then your nightly treat- 
ment. should consist of washing the 
skin with hot water and tincture of 
green soap. The lather should be then 
worked well into the skin and then 
rinsed with hot and cold water. Those 
blemishes that yield easily should be 
pressed out, the others should be left 
alone.

E economy provided by an ade- 
quate compost heap is an impor- 


‘tant item in garden work. Humus | 


is far superior to the average commer- 
cial fertilizer, and is nearest akin to 
the well rotted stable manure, which 
was so important before it became 


almost impossible to obtain at a reason-. 


able figure. 

‘Humus, as we all know is well rotted 
vegetable matter—old weeds, leaves; 
grass clippings and the like, which ac- 
cumulate through the year in the gar- 
den. -If they are saved and placed in a 


heap instead. of and Bec rick they will 
soon decompose and rich mold. 


The best method of conserving this 
matter and hastening its decomposition 
is to make the heap a series of layers, 
one of weeds, litter and leaves, and then 


a layer of-three or four inches of rich. 


top soil. The top layer of soil should be

slightly concave so. that a supply of 
qater may be collected during rains to 


supply moisture, a necessary item in the 


rotting process; or in the summer, 
when it is*dry, you can pour in a 
bucket of water occasionally.

After any bid or double has been 
made and passed by the next three 
succeeding players, the contract is said 
to be determined.

Under 
normal conditions this class of law 
violators is held at the local institu- 
tion. Maj. Peak said yesterday that 
the only “short-time” men now held 
here are a group of “‘trusties,” necessary 
to maintain the institution. 
_ While the petty offenders toil at the 
workhouse, long-term criminals, des- 
tined to spend the rest of their lives 
in jail by sentence of he court, remain 
at the local jail awaiting orders for 
their disposition from the Department 
of Justice. Overcrowded conditions 
exist also at the workhouse, which has 
® capacity of 600, but is housing more 
than 700. 


Some Have Long Sentences. 


‘The situation here is unique and 
presents many intricacies, according to 
Maj. Peak. It is the first occasion 
since he has held office that the Fed- 
eral institutions have been unable to 
handle prisoners from the District of 
Columbia. Among those on the weit- 
ing list are Robert Jones, colored, 
sentenced to lifetime confinement for 
second-degree murder; Edwin Tate and 
Francis Kloss, who were sentenced to 
40 and 30 years, respectively, con- 
vieted of a series of store robberies. 

Several others, convicted of felony, 
are among the 50 “homeless.” Many 
are in for liquor law violations. Com- 
menting on the situation, Mrs. Mabel 
Walker Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney 
General, said that its causes are the 
seasonal operation of the Nation’s 
legal machinery and the winter influx 
of prisoners to the Federal penal. in- 
stitutions. 

Mrs. Willebrandt pointed to the need 
of more institutions. Several hundred 
prisoners in the “trusty” class are en- 
gaged upon the construction of a re- 
formatory for first offenders at Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, she said. She will not be 
prepared to estimate the length of 
time required for its completion until 
Congress appropriates funds for the 
construction of a brick manufacturing 
plant to furnish building material for 
the structure. 


Not to Take Over Occoquan. 


Mrs. Willebrandt put at rest a rumor, 
current in police circles, that the Gov- 
ernment was considering taking over a 
part of. the Occoquan reservation to 
house its excess prisoners. 

“Convicts sentenced in the District 
of Columbia will probably be housed in 
State penitentiaries to relieve the pres- 
ent congestion,” she said. Department 
of Justice officials are scrutinizing ex- 
isting conditions, with a view to put- 
ting the prisoners in one of these un- 
til the population of Atlanta and 
Leavenworth penitentiaries declines to 
a point where they can be taken there, 
she said. “The department is confront- 
ed with the same situation about once 
in two years. There is nothing very 
tinusual in it,’”’ Mrs. Willebrandt said.

PRINCESS OAYS “FLIGHT 
WAS TO SICK GROTHER 


Had Started for Richmond to 
Visit Him, When Husband 
Got Warrants. 


KIDNAPING STORY DENIED 


A telephone call from the sick bed 
of Prince Green Mitchell in Richmond, 
Va., led to the hasty dash from this 
city Saturday afternoon of Kthg Emil 
Mitchell, his wife, Queen Kelley, and 
their son, Russell Mitchell, and their 
subsequent arrest in Fredericksburg, 
Va., on charges of abducting Princess 
Julia Mitchell Osborn, gypsy tribal 
leaders explained yesterday. 

According to Russell Mitchell, his 
brother, Prince Green is seriously ill. 
Saturday he telephoned to this city 
and said he would like to see his father, 
mother. sisters and brothers on Christ- 
mas. When Princess Julia learned that 
her brother aas ill, Prince Russell said 
she immediately made preparations to 
go to his side. 

Efforts were made to locate her hus- 
band, William L. Osborn, 2222 Shannon 
place southeast, whom Princess Julia 
married several weeks ago in defiance 
of her family and all ancient Romany 
traditions, according to Russell. When 
Osborn could not be located Princess 
Julia declared that she would, com- 
municate with him from Richmond. 
Donning a gypsy costume she got into 
her brother’s car and started for Rich- 
mond. 

Osborn saw his wife in the automo- 
bile as it sped through the city and be- 
lieved his wife was being. kidnaped. He 
swore out a warrant and the royal 
family was halted at Fredericksburg 
and brought back. to this city. King 
Mitchell, Queen Kelley and Prince Rus- 
sell were released in $500 bond each 
to appear in court to answer the ab- 
duction charges tomorrow morning. 
Prince Russell said that no further 
effort will be made on the part of the 
gypsies to lure Princess Julia from her 
husband If she chooses to return to 
the gypsy life, she will be welcomed at 
her old- home, he said. Princess Julia 
insists that she will not leave her hus- 
band.

A new Mary Pickford film is still an 
event, stirring enough at least to take 
more people away from their holiday 
doings than Loew’s Palace theater will 
hold.

There used to be an old saying when 
a good show came to town: “If you 
haven't seen that one, hurry right 
down. . Don’t let it get away!” 

That’s Columbia advice this week, 
where John Gilbert and Greta Garbo 
are to be seen in “Love,” film adapta- 
tion of Leo Tolstoi’s great human novel, 
“Anna Karenina.” 


But don’t let the title fool you. “Love” 
is love all right; but Tolstoi’s stories of 
love between men and women have a 
surprising and sometimes unhappy way 
of ending—that is, compared with the 
usual screen love story. This difference 
is what makes Tolstoi; it is what makes 
his stories powerful, gripping, fiery 
drama. The old master had a way of 
making moths out of his characters, 
singeing them in the flames of passion 
and leaving them to the natural law. 
Such is “Anna Karenina.” “4 

That Miss Garbo, as Anna Karenina, 
touches high art in her delineation of 
the role is evident ere the first hundred 
feet of the f'lm unroll. She maintains 
and polishes it with an, exquisiteness 
rare in dramatic artistry: Gilbert, 
playing opposite Miss Garbo as Count 
Vronsky, has his bad moments along 
with his good ones. But they are Gil- 
bert faults which no pen can correct, 
trivial in this instance where his chief 
occupation is to steal from her husband 
the woman whose soul and body have 
conquered: his own. 

A word of praise for Edmund Gould- 
ing’s direction of the film is not out 
of place. The Russia of the czars is 
brought vividly before the eyes in the 
opening moments of the film, the 
soldicry and the diversions of the 
ruling caste. .

“The King of Kings,” now in its second 
week at the National, without the con- 
viction that here is the greatest picture 
yet produced. Since Mr. DeMille’s mas- 


terpiece hus already been once reviewed 
in these columns there is no need at 
present for a discussion of the excel- 
lences of cast and production which 
tend toward the perfection of the re- 
sult. Suffice it to say that the producer 
worked well with tools suited to his 
purpose. 

But the greatness of this production 
rests not so much on technical excel- 
lence. It rests upon a firmer founda- 
tion than tHat. The picture is great 
because it dedls, reverently and under- 
standingly, with the greatest subject of 
all time: man’s eternal quest for truth 
and the manifestations which from 
time to time have been accepted by 
various parts of mankind as guideposts 
along the road to that goal. 

Beyond all question, when judged by 
the pitiless standard of results, the 
outstanding guidepost along that road 
was the appearance in Judea nearly 
two thousand years ago of Him whom 
the world has called the Christ. For 
wellnigh two millenia His teachings 
have dominated the civilized world. To 
man’s oftimes blundering attempts to 
carry out His teachings may be ascribed 
most of the progress toward civilization, 
yes and most of the cruelty and sav- 
agery which has made up the history 
of the last nineteen~—centuries, 

In his. current production Mr. De- 
Mille has caught the Spirit of the. Naz- 
arene and made it vivid and real. 
The producer has gone straight to the 
heart of that underlying spirit of the 
Christian religion, of love of mankind, 
of tolerance, of charity, which Christ 
exemplified and taught. It is the true 
spirit of the Christian religion of which 
churches and hierarchies are only the 
outward manifestations and of which 
the jangling discordancies of the multi- 
tude of warring sects bear witness that 
the triumph of the Nazarene is not yet 
complete, that the spirit of the Phari- 
sees yet lives in multitudinous forms 
for the benefit of those who seek, and 
do, divert man’s innate religious in- 
stincts to their own advantage. 

There may still be some who object 
to the depiction-of Jesus in human 
form, on the stage or on the screen. 
Perhaps the hesitatian is justified; cer- 
tainly it should not be allowed to be- 
come commonplace. Too much of it 
would bring indifference if not resent- 
ment—like the everlasting prostitution 
of the American flag to the purposes 
of a George M. Cohan musical comedy. 
But each production must stand on its 
own merits and certainly the presen- 
tation of the central figure of the ages 
n “The King of Kings” is open to no 
criticism. H. B. Warner plays the part 
of the Christ. And so far as it is given 
to this reviewer to judge of the merits 
of a question which has divided the 
scholars and pedants of 2,000 years, Mr. 
Warner plays the part well. The same 
may be said of Dorothy Cumming in 
the role of Mary, the Mother of Jesus. 
“The King of Kings” has been criti- 
cized on the ground that its presenta- 
tions may tend to reopen the ancient 
breach between Jew and Gentile. Pos- 
sibly it may, among those who see and 
think literally and without understand- 
ing.. But when, and by whom, was it 
decreed that art must be restricted to 
the mental limitations of the moron? 
The latter might not see that the whole 
tragedy of the Redemption is symbo!l- 
cal of the eternal conflict of religion 


and sometimes self-seeking capitaliza- 
tion of religion on the other. That the 
tragedy took place in Judea was incl- 
dental, it might,. with equal propriety 
have been staged in Spain during the

been translated into photodrama with 
so complete a preservation of its every 
tense, heart-gripping quality as in the 
case of “The Jazz Singer,” recently 
presented in its articulate form at the 
National Theater and now. projected 
upon the screen as major feature of 
the Christmas week bill at Crandall’s 


Metropolitan with Al Jolson starred 
and Vitaphone lending a unique touch 
of audibility to many of the episodes. 
With the possible exception of one 
brief interval, Vitaphone places “The 
Jazz Singer,” in its climacteric mo- 
ments, completely’on a parity with the 
spoken version. 

The Samson Raphaelson drama of 
an older generation's consistent Jew- 
ish orthodoxy and the younger’s wili- 
ingness to catch step with the new 
era and lightly abandon many of the 
ingrained customs of its people, lends 
itself well to the screen. The dramatic 
combat that lends the play so firm a 
grip upon an audience is, after all, 
only a new expression of the age-old 
conflict between church and stage. 

The central figure is the youthful 
“jazz singer,” whose heart is not 80 
chilled against his people as it seems 
through the paternal obstinacy that 
drives him from home because of his 
desecration of the voice God has given 
him in ribald song. The stage claims 


crisis comes at home, those ties .are 
still stronger than the call of the 
footlights. 

Jolson, in the title role, films better 
in black face than in white, but 
throughout plays with a sympathetic 
touch and a familiar flair for comedy 
that mark his first celluloid perform- 
ance as one of true distinction. The 
interpolation of six songs during the 
action, through the medium of Vita- 
phone, enables the native son to panic 
the house with his peculiarly individ- 
ual treatment of both ballads and “hot” 
numbers, and certainly nothing could 
be more genuinely appealing than his 
singing of “Kol Nidre” when the call 
of the blood smothers the lure of the 
stage. 

Warner Oland gives a forceful por- 
trayal of the unbending Cantor who 
seeks to deny his son to the theater, 
and May McAvoy is charming as the 
dancer whose presence adds a roman- 
tic thread to the thickly woven warp 
and woof of the play. Eugenie Besserer, 
the mother; Otto Lederer, Bobbie Gor- 
don, Richard Tucker and numerous 
others are conspicuously and congeni- 
ally cast. 

The remainder of the program is Vi- 
taphone. Roger Wolfe Kahn and his 
Le Perroquet de Paris Orchestra open 
the bill. “In a Monastery Cellar” in- 
troduces an excellent male quartet, and 
a comedy paylet entitled “When the 
Wife’s Away’ —she wasn’t — enables 
William Demarest and a numerous 
company to combine a great deal of 
fun with several tricky songs and 
clever dances. The Vitaphone Sym- 
phony, conducted by Louis Silvers, fur- 
nishes perfect accompaniment for “The 
Jazz Singer,” but is not visible on the 
screen during its overture, that contri- 
bution being purely re a ts

step nearer to that final triumphant 
moment when. he wins the girl, the 
fight and the heavyweight -champion 
ship. 

As we look back to Saturday after 
noon, this Universal comedy-romancé 
impresses us as one .of the most en 
gaging of the screen vehicles with whic 
Mr. Denny has been supplied. It con 
cerns the experiences of a young Mr 
Beresford, who has been led to believe 
in the interest of family gentility, tha 
fisticuffing is of all things most foreigr 
to his nature and the tradition of hi 
forebears, when, as a matter of fact 
his dad was none other than tha 
famous heavyweight champ, “Yong Ev 
ans,” who retired undefeated! His 
pappy’s former manager finally gets 
hold of him, slaps him into a ring an 
sees him knocked cold in a round. 
then the manager’s daughter takes 
hand and the kid-.begins to fight— 
mean fight But his grandmother mus 
never know.

When grandmother shows up at thé 
training camp, under the impressio 
that the lad is a great dancing master 
there ensues one of the most delicious 
bits of burlesque ever filmed, with 
score of the camp’s toughest palookas 
attempting to follow “the big fellow’ 
through the intricate mazes of one o 
those aesthetic things usually executed 
by a group of woodland nymphs flitter 
ing across the greensward in cheescloth 
bare feet and unison.
